Last week, Marcos made

his term of office. 

Marcos ' attempt to mend fences with the US is 
primarily a result of his need for tacit US support 
in his re-election campaign in 1969, plus concern 
over a continued US presence in Asia after Vietnam. 
Uncertainties about the new US administration's 
policies toward Asia, and the Philippines in partic- 
ular, have contributed to Marcos ' desire for better 
relations .
